Would you die for your country? Would you 
fight on street corners, publish illegal pamphlets, 
run the risk of starving in order to liberate Amer- 
ica if she were ever defeated?

Good Posture Vita 
In Every Day Living 

Since good health is a vital factor 
in today's living, the health experts 
are doing a lot toward physical fit- 
ness. One of the more prominent 
factors of good health is good posture. 
Miss Gene Young, physical educa- 
tion instructor at Whitmore College, 
in Brookhaven, Miss., has started a 
campaign on the campus to improve 
the slumped spines. The following 
is reprinted from the "Whitmore 
Whistle". 

"Not waiting for any modern mir- 
acles, Miss Gene Young, head of 
the physical education department, 
has taken the posture situation around 
the campus into her own hands. Hop- 
ing to improve many slumped spines, 
she started an 'improved posture' 
campaign . . . 

"To make the possessors of these 
unhealthy slouches conscious of their 
bad habit, the physical education ma- 
jors and Miss Young have circulated 
the motto S. U. S. Depending on 
whether it's sung at dinner or shouted 
across the campus, it means sit up or 
stand up straight. It's not uncom- 
mon for a student to be poked in the 
vertebrae as a reminder of the con- 
test. Or perhaps a friend will look 
at you with downcast eyes and whis- 
per S. U. S." 

Other developments in the posture 
field were contributed by Dr. Frances 
A. Hellenbrand of the University of 
Wisconsin. She has experimented 
and found the best way for a soldier 
to carry his pack, and the proper way 
for a person to stand. The best 
posture, according to her findings, is 
one in which the line of the center 
of- gravity will fall in the middle of 
the base, rather than through the 
ankle joint as the posture authorities 

This naural posture which allows the 
center of gravity to fall in the center 
of the base is one in which the per- 
son stands with knees slightly bent, 
the shoulders slightly rounded, and 
the trunk of the body leaning a trifle 
forward. (A.C.P.)

Students in the Soviet Union are 
continuing their studies despite all 
that the war has brought to their 
country, some of them even returning 
from the front to receive their de- 
grees. This is the report received 
from the' World' Student Service 
Fund, the student war relief agency 
which is now a participating service 
of the National War Fund. It is 
the channel through which American 
students have given aid to student vic- 
tims of war in China, the U. S. S. R., 
Europe, North Africa, Canada and 
the U. S., now in its seventh year of 
wofk. 

Demolition Bombs 

Before the war a great network of 
universities, institutes, technical 
schools and academies covered the 
Soviet Union. The government, spent 
tremendous sums in building and 
equipping educatipnaiv institutions. A 
student body of 600,000; drawn from 
all the peoples and /nationalities of 
the U. S. S. R., attended 700 col- 
leges scattered over the whole coun- 
try. The war brought drastic changes. 
Demolition bombs wrecked the stately 
buildings of Moscow University. The 
Germans turned the splendid old uni- 
versity buildings in Kiev, Minsk and 
Odessa into stables and brothels. 
Thousands of students, both men and 
women, took their places behind guns, 
in hospitals and in factories. 

The Russian universities, like those 
of China, did not take their bombings 
supinely. Students and staff moved 
to the interior ; and along with in- 
dustrial plants evacuated to the east, 
went trainloads of books, laboratory 
instruments .and other study materials. 
The roster of transplanted colleges is 
a long one. 

120,000 Students 

The dislocation of student life has 
not affected enrollment to any great 
extent. This autumn 120,000 new 
istudents enrolled in the universities. 
Men discharged from active service 
because of wounds and other disabili- 
ties constitute a considerable number 
of those accepted. 

American college students, through 
the World Student Service Fund, 
have raised money in the past with 
which books, woolen clothing and 
medical laboratory equipment have 
been sent to Soviet students. More 
funds are needed and are being raised 
by the Wprld Student Service Fund 
as part of the National War Fund 
Drive. Russian students have written 
of their appreciation for what their 
fellow students in America have done 
for them. One closed her letter: "I 
am sure that after the war we shall be 
able to extend and strengthen our 
relations."

He said also that "the privilege 
of ruling people nOt her own must 
certainly be taken from Japan, and 
the principle of the punishment of 
German and Italian war criminals 
should also be applied to the Japa- 
nese." If we crush the military 
power of Japan and strip her of her 
stolen territory, she will rise* again, 
just as Germany did, Bisson said.

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V. U. Develops 
Flavicin Drug 

A new mold-type drug called 
flavicin has been developed^ in the 
* laboratories of Vanderbilt University 
School of Medicine and is now the 
subject of extensive research there. 

The drug was produced for the 
first time about a year ago by Dr. 
Milton T. Bush and Dr. Andres 
Goth, and now Dr. Leo Dickinson 
is working on its purification. The 
drug has been given to two patients 
at Vanderbilt Hospital when penicil- 
lin, the usual treatment, was hot 
available. Since the tests showed 
that the , drug had reduced the num- 
ber of bacteria, it proved its poten- 
tialities. Dr. Goth said that the 
startling fact is that flavicin in its 
commercial form is only five per cent 
pure. Its true value to medical 
science has not been determined as 
it is impossible to produce quantities 
needed for extensive experiment.

It was only a few years ago that 
Dr. J. E. Burk named the Academic 
Building the John Diell Blanton 
Building in honor of Ward-Bel- 
mont's first president, Dr. Blanton. 
This building, with its typical South- 
ern architecture and great white pil- 
lars, was built in 191 3 when Ward 
Seminary and Belmont College were 
united. Since extensive improve- 
ments were being made in other 
buildings on the campus that same 
year, the Academic Building was not 

school opened. 

The swimming pool was built at 
the same time and the present small 
laboratory was used as the dressing 
room for the pool. , 

What is now known as the library 
was originally used as a study hall 
and assembly room. A stage was 
built where the book stacks now are. 
Many entertainments, such as the

was the original gymnasium. In 
1923 work was begun on the physi- 



the Academic Building. Hail Hall 
and the club houses were also begun

At that time Miss Emma I. Sisson 
was director of physical education 
and Miss Catherine E. Morrison 
was her assistant. For a long time 
they had looked forward to such a 
building, so they took great pleasure 
in planning our modern, well- 
equipped gymnasium. 

It was during the administration 
of Dr. Blanton, president, and Mr. 
E. A. Hail, vice-president, that all 
this building was done.

One of Swarthmore College's new- 
est group of students came all the 
way from Chungking. They are a 
Chinese Naval Unit of about fifty 
cadets and officers sent to Swarth- 
more to study English by the Chi- 
nese Government and the United 
States Navy. After their stay at 
Swarthmore, they will be assigned to 
advanced institutions for study of 
naval construction and techniques. 

Commanded by. Rear Admiral 
Ten-Lu Lin, C.N., the officers left 
Chungking more than two months 
ago. They were flown to India and 
then they embarked on a transport 
for the United States. They are 
all cadets or commissioned officers of 
the Chinese Navy and some of them 
have been decorated fof service in 
China. 

They spt..a most of their time 
studying English in small groups 
and talking in English with the 
American students on the campus. 
The rest of their time is devoted to 
physical education which is conducted 
in the same way as that of the V-12 
unit. The fifty officers are divided 
into seven or eight sections for the 
study of English, and these sections 
are reassigned every two weeks so 
that the students will have an op : 
portunity to study under each of the 
instructors. 

Although several groups of Chi- 
nese aviators have been trained in 
the United States already, this is 
the first such Naval group to be 
trained.

Draper, Monologist, 
Advises Students 
To Feel Deeply 

A group of speech students heard 
Ruth Draper, one of the nation's 
most prominent monologists, who ap- 
peared at Vanderbilt University in 
the Neely Auditorium, Wednesday, 
Feb^i 6. Hjer f ^rogr am . consisted ^pf 
eight character sketches which she 
wrote herself. Miss Draper has been 
giving these sketches since she was 
young, as she was popular during 
the first World War. 

The climax of the program was 
her last two sketches: Vive La 
France iQld and Vive La France, 
1940. Miss Draper was inspired to 
write the first of these two sketches 
by a friend in the army in France 
during the last war who described 
the scenes in a letter. She performed 
it constantly until two years, ago, 
and now has begun to do it again. 

It is the story of a French peasant 
woman with her baby who is talking 
to her friend and watching the troops 
marching through the village. Sud- 
denly one of the men steps from the 
ranks and tells her that her husband 
had been killed the day before. Miss 
Draper lives the feelings of this 
French woman during the next few 
minutes. Finally she conquers her,

Red Cross Workers 

A wide variety of schools and col- 
leges, and many parts of the country 
are" represented in the ranks of Ameri- 
can Red Cross workers. The staff of 
an American Red Cross club in 
North Africa has included, for in- 
stance, former students at William 
and Mary, Colorado State, Lake 
Forest and Middlebury colleges. 

Some of these Red Cross workers 
have left their academic interests be- 
hind. Others are following the pro- 
fessional line for which their college 
work prepared them. In the latter 
group are social workers, playground 
and athletic directors, while former 
ichers, research assistants and 
others are serving coffee and dough- 
nuts from the hatch of a clubmobile, 
writing letters for the wounded, or 
doing other jobs new to them. 

College students are serving the 
American Red Cross on the home 
front, too. In many colleges through- 
out the country the students run their 
own campus Red Cross units. And 
everywhere they are participating in 
essential Red Cross activities on and 
off campus. The Red Cross flag flies 
regularly outside campus buildings to 
announce that coeds are busy knitting 
and sewing and making bandages for 
the Red Cross. Club and fraternity 
groups sign up in a body for visits to 
Red Cross blood donor centers. And 
everywhere college girls are serving 
as Red Cross volunteers in hospitals 
and canteens. 

As a sort of symbol of their two- 
fold stalee in the continuation of its 
work, the American Red" Cross serves 
college students as a meeting ground, 
and American Red Cross clubs over- 
seas are frequently the scene of col- 
legiate reunions.

Red Cross War 
Fund Drive Here 

Mr. E. B. Stahlman, Jr., Nash- 
ville civic leader, opened the annual 
Red Cross War Fund Campaign on 
this campus with an address in chapel, 
Monday, Feb. 28. Pointing out that 
the American Red Cross plays an im- 
portant part in the life of every per- 
son in both war and peace, Mr. 
Stahlman said that this organization 
is now serving directly the nine mil- 
lion men in the armed service. 

The Red Cross organization has 
set the quota of the drive at two 
hundred million dollars. This 
amount is considerably greater than 
that asked last year, for demands on 
the Red Cross have increased. 

"If every individual would realize 
<*hat this increased sum may mean 
the saving of many more lives of our 
fighting men, he would contribute 
more generously," he remarked. For 
some of those who are now on foreign 
soil, the American Red Cross units 
are the only contact these men have 
with ; their -home*:- -Mobile- untts- 
travel to the various fronts to feed 
and furnish soldiers with a few com- 
forts. 

"Each one of you is famil 
the immediate work of the Red 
Cross," Mr. Stahlman continv 
"There are the Surgical Dressings 
units, the Gray Ladies and the 
Nurses Aides. But the work they 
are doing for our armed forces and 
the occupied countries, is one of their 
most important tasks, and one which 
requires financial backing. Very few 
workers of the Red Cross receive 
compensation for their time, for their 
reward is in the satisfaction they 
gain," Mr. Stahlman said. 

"We can play a definite role in 
this war, if we respond to this urgent 
call the American Red Cross is mak- 
ing. It will be better to give up 
some of the things we have now, 
than to be forced to give up al 
later," Mr. Stahlman concluded. 

Following Mr. Stahlman's address, 
Miss Linda Rhea, chairman of the 
campaign on this campus, explained 
in what way the drive would be 
carried on here. Miss Rhea then in- 
troduced the fourteen club chairmen, 
and presented membership cards to 
them.

Employment to Be 
Critical Problem 

New York, Feb. 29. — Hundreds 
of college and university students be- 
lieve their most critical problem after 
the war will be finding employment.

The problem of postwar em- 
ployment is a critical one and it is 
most encouraging to find among 
these students an appreciation of its 
importance and an understanding of 
the major factors affecting employ- 
ment opportunities." Plans have 
been received by the Awards Com- 
mittee from students o^f almost every 
college and university in the United 
States. 

On the Board of Judges of the 
Pabst Postwar Employment Awards 
are: Clarence Dykstra, president, 
University of Wisconsin; Wesley C.

BUY WAR BONDS 
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Need for Women 
Workers Grows 

Washington— (ACP) — More than 
a year ago, the government said it 
needed immediate training of college 
women to meet the demands of war. 
As more men go into the armed 
forces, the need grows for women in 
various types of war service. Here 
is the up-to-date stories of important 
vacancies for women today — vacan- 
cies which the government is trying 
hard to fill. 

The WAC has reported that on 
January 1, 1944, its strength was 
62,859 officers and enlisted women. 
Line that up against the authorized 
strength of the WAC— 200,000 
women, many of whom are required 
for overseas' service. The WAVES 
still need additional officer candidates, 
who will be recruited from civilian 
life. WAVE present strength is 
nearly 50,000 women. It's expected 
to reach 100,000 by the end of this 
year. 

The SPARS prefer college gradu- 
ates with at least three years of work 
experience. College women who 
worked before entering school and 
during summer vacations can help to 
fill SPAR openings for lawyers, pay 
and supply officers, communications, 
ordnance and personnel officers. May- 
be you want to be a MARINE. 
That branch of the service is recruit- 
ing officer candidates to work , as spe- 
cialists in various fields or as general 
duty officers. 

In time of war, the armed forces 
have the first claim upon men and 
women alike. But the response of 
American women to the call of the 
armed forces has been, on the whole, 
a somewhat sad one. Thousands of 
additional recruits are needed, and 
some of them, in terms of the woman- 
power supply 
from our colleges.

American colleges are giving with 
increasing generosity to the cause of 
world student relief, according to the 
World Student Service Fund, the 
student war relief agency which is 
a part of the National War Ftfnd. 
By. February i, $235,811.62 had 
been contributed from 261 institu- 
tions, including colleges, preparatory 
schools and theological seminaries. Of 
this amount, $45,633-92 was sent di- 
rectly to the WSSF office and $^90,- 

Fund through community war funds. 

This money is often raised in in- 
genious and imaginative ways. At 
Macalester College (Minn.) girls 
enthusiastically took in washing to 
meet the quota of their dorm. Hunt- 
er College (N. Y.j staged a Free- 
dom Festival, with every college or- 
ganization in charge of a booth or 
some entertainment.

(Mass.). At V. P. I. (Virginia) a 
football game between Army and 
Navy trainees was specially staged, 
and brought in $1,427.20.

LOS ANGELES— (ACP) —It 
would be a mistake to abandon the- 
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manutacture ot syntnenc rut

Admitting that synthetic rubber at 
present is not entirely satisfactory for 
every use, Dr. Jacobs says the re- 
markable achievement of American 
industry in creating a huge synthetic 
output in two years may be matched 
by laboratory discoveries which will 
result in greatly improved products. 

"The production of synthetic rub- 
ber has moved so fast there hasn't 
been time to carry out as much re- 
search as might be desirable," the

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Stop, Read, Think 

(Editor's Note: This is an excerpt from a letter received by 
a student from a young woman who is employed by the Army Air 
Corps as a feature writer. She recently returned from an ex- 
tensive trip spent gathering material, and presents a different, 
but notable picture of wartime conditions in America.) 

"In the past two weeks I have interviewed 
hundreds of people at air fields — commanding 
officers, pilots, navigators, instructors, me- 
chanics, enlisted men, engineers, cadets, United 
Nations representatives and supply clerics— all 
the varied personnel that are occupied with the 
business of 'keeping airplanes flying.' 

"In a 4,000-mile trip, made hastily, uncom- 
fortably, in a "war hysteria" world of crowded 
trains, taxi shortages, lack of hotel space, troop 
trains, army transport plane delayed schedules, 
mixed up transportation of inefficient army staff 
car pools, government red tape, war department 
travel orders— I have come close to the heart of 
the part of America that is at war. 

"I have come back with some cynicism and 
a feeling of futility and frustration, it is true, but 
I have also found some inspiration and some 
hope. 

"Cynicism? 'What are we fighting for?' 
From St. Louis to San Antonio the Pullmans were 
filled with fat, smug American women, well 
groomed, VOGUE dressed, and business men 
en route to Mexico to spend vacations 'as usual' 
lolling on beaches. Out in the crowded, smoke- 
filled dirty coaches the G. I.'s and sailors, en 
route for overseas, or home for furloughs, 

green plush seats. 

"Inspiration? The most beautiful thing in the 
world is a pilot; the second most beautiful thing 
is an airplane. You may find beauty in models 
or, if you^are an ex-school teacher, in looking at 
Greek statues in a museum. To me, a young 
American boy who has won his wings represents 
the human body at perfection. Models please 
the eye, but they usually have no brains; Greek 
statues represent physical perfection, but you 
don't know about their mental processes. A 
flyer is a physically perfect, trained, coordinated, 
thinking individual representing the best of. which 
a human being is capable of reaching in the 
combination of thought and action. 

"Cynicism and fear? A private with the cold 
blue eyes of a killer, drunk on the train, telling 
with relish of killing a German prisoner (a former 
Lieutenant Colonel) without justification; telling 
also of a tommy gun he has stowed away and of 
his intention to kill and kill in spite of the rules; 
telling of his wife and two children in Cincinnati 
and of his career as a professional soldier. He 
represents the military, the brute mind, the retro- 
gression to the dark swamps and the jungle. 
And I feel cold chills instinctively for a vision 
rises before me of a world of trained brutes, 
reaching out blindly and strangling the world. 

"Hope— yes, and pity— sitting in a dirty cafe 
in Jackson, Miss., with a group of enlisted men 
waiting for the same train. Drinking cokes with 
them, listening, studying and appraising them. 
They are the little joes, insignificant, unimportant 
seemingly, but really the most important beings 
in the world, both individually and as a mass. 
They griped constantly, softening army language 
because I was there. Why hope? There were 
Corp. Wolney, Polish; Pvt. Charley, a fat Jewish 
lad from Brooklyn; and Tony Conti, 19, Italian 
from Los Angeles. They called each other pro- 
fanely, without malice, with affection in fact, 
and friendliness, "Wop," "Dago" and "Spick." 
They didn't know they gave me hope— that they 
are the hope of the future — they and their creed: 
a man is a man if he measures up; his race has 
nothing to do with it. ' 

"I would like to get up and shout to the house- 
tops there is a war going on — and that it is even 
a more serious thing than men dying on battle- 
f rents. They have fought their fight. The whole 
system of social existence is in this swift-paced 
revoKitroo, and it involves facets of humanity 
tfcat the mass does not suspect."

Startler Says on CBS 

In Madrid today, all belligerents 
drink side by side at the same bars, 
read both daily English and German 
newspapers, and transact their busi- 
ness in English, French, Dutch, Ger- 
man and Japanese. Five years after 
the end of the Spanish civil war, 
Madrid has become one of the most 
important international cities in the 
world, according to a recent report 
by CBS correspondent Glenn Stadler 
on "News of the World." 

The Spanish seem to have taken 
cognizance of the changing situation, 
"Stadler said^ since their newspapers 
display Allied communiques as prom- 
inently as Axis reports. And they 
are currently devoting considerable 
/ space to Roosevelt and ' Willkie. 

The Americans and English main- 
tain schools for their children, and 
right across the street from the 
American Embassy is- a school for 
German youth. "It's not unusual," 
Stadler states, "to see uniformed 
Hitler Youngen hiking along the 
streets, their arms swathed in swas- 
tikas, and parade daggers hanging 
from their belts." ♦ 

Everyone — the Axis nationals in- 
cluded — smoke American cigarettes, 
at eighty cents a pack, and most are 
willing to purchase three- week-old 
American magazines, at three dollars 
a copy. 

Until recently, the Germans had 
a* large map at the intersection of the 
two main streets of Madrid, showing 
the "progress" on the Russian front. 
When the Red army crossed into 
Poland, the situation became quite 
awkward. The Germans solved it 
by removing the entire map, replacing 
it with travel posters. 
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1 Well, the florist business cer- 
tainly boomed over Easter, judg- 
ing from the flora and fauna 
(mostly flora) being sported 
around of late.

Pianist Admits He Was 'Militant Aesthete' 



*'I was a militant aesthete when 
I was at Princeton," remarked John 
-Kirkpatrick, a foremost interpreter 
, of American compositions who played 
at Ward-Belmont on Thursday, 
April 13. "Anything the least ath- 
letic was to be scorned completely," 
be continued, his eyes twinkling. It 
seems that there was no music offered 
in the curriculum at that time and 
any leaning toward it was regarded 
as "complete sissiflcation."

"Modern music is delightful, as 
those types of expression which we 
enjoy listening to," he continued in 
a more serious vein.

escapist. "Serious music is a symbol 
of order and when it is good enough 
there is perfect interaction of parts 
within the whole,", he stated. "It 
opens up vistas, while most popular 
music is closer." 

According to this pianist, classical 
music is now in an artistical state. 
"Most creative composers are writing, 
too artistically," he commented, "and 
they lose sight of jheir potential audi- 



ence." They are also too preoccu- 
pied with stylistic adventure. 



Asked why he plays modern Amer- 
ican music almost entirely, Mr. Kirk- 
patrick replied, '''Because it interests 
me.

educations would terminate with high school are 
given the opportunity, in most cases at mini- 
mum cost, to add two more years to their edu- 
cation. A total of fourteen school years affords 
a very good start in life for the average citizen. 

In a junior college a student has a chance to 
mature in surroundings like those to which he 
has been accustomed rather than being thrust 
into a large university campus to fend for him- 
self. Most junior college students regard their 
two years as invaluable to them, whether or not 
they go on to a four-year school. 

As a civic movement, junior colleges have, 
been established in many places as a part of 
the city school system. "Far better for the 
state and the nation that we educate these 
young people at public expense than that we 
send them forth, untrained and unskilled, to be- 
come wanderers at the public expense." (Easton, 
Pa., "Free Press.") 

The problem confronting the leaders of the 
junior college movement at the moment is how 
to standardize the curriculum so that at the end 
of two years the student is not left dangling 
from the educational limb with an incomplete 
course. Many educators believe that the junior 
college should adopt more terminal courses 
which prepare the student to earn a living. This 
recommendation, which involves separating the 
functions of the junior colleges and four-year 
schools, has been put to use with success in 
California. Instead of turning out students who 
have neither cultural background nor vocational 
training, they turn out boys and girls ready to 
take on jobs. 

These and other problems will work them- 
selves out in due time. The important thing is 
that the junior college is here, it is a moving 
force in today's educational world and it is here 
to stay.

In an interview in the Nashville 
Tennessean, Mr. Frost was asked his 
opinion about the effect of the war on 
literature.

Peace Thoughts Now 

Recently there has been a number of articles 
published in newspapers and other periodicals 
dealing with the question, "Is America war- 
conscious?" It seems that this question is being 
answered by the American public daily, mainly 
by their concern with the war only and com- 
plete disregard for the fact that the period after 
the war is also quite important. So it follows 
that the real problem that faces us is "Is America 
peace-conscious?" 

There seems to be no doubt in any American's 
mind that victory will be ours. We are certain 
it will . . . that is, we are certain that we will be 
victorious on the battlefields of air, sea and 
land, but most of, us are either too shortsighted 
or too ignorant to even think beyond the day 
of that victorious armistice. Armistice itself 
does not mean peace; armistice is merely a tem- 
porary cessation of hostilities, and not a final 
peace. * 

No war is won unless the peace following it is 
won also. Therefore, the so-called "peace" after 
World War I was in reality a prolonged armistice 
during which all powers had time to re-arm_to 
re-fight the same war. We were not peace- 
conscious then either, as was clearly shown by 
the bad make-up of the Versailles Treaty and 
the stubbornness of the American people in re- 
fusing to join the League of Nations. No, the 
League was not successful, and probably would 
have been only a little more so if we had joined, 
but at least our joining would have revealed 
some spirit of co-operation. 

Therefore our goal must be in this present 
struggle, not only to win the war, but to win the 
peace which will follow the war. You are saying 
to yourselves, "Let's win the war first; after 
that there will be plenty of, time to win the 
peace. We must all realize that the plan of 
peace must be ready to go into effect im- 
mediately after the Armistice. But this plan, 
whether it be a confederation or a federation of 
nations, or another more highly organized League 
of Nations, will not be ready unless the Ameri- 
can people, and American youth in particular, 
stop bemoaning the fact that they are in war, 
ana begin looking ahead to the future . . . and 
not just the future of America, but the future 
of the worlcfl

"There are too many jobs waiting for 
sweet girl graduates this June.

In the classi- 
fied columns of a big-town newspaper on 
a recent Sunday, there were over two 
thousand offers of positions for young 
women, not counting bids for domestic 
help. All of this large-scale commercial 
wooing is apart from the patriotic ap- 
peals from uniformed services, farm labor 
groups, or war plants.

The girl 
who qualifies for a uniform of_ navy, 
khaki or olive can well feel an inward 
glow; first, because she has proven, by 
being accepted, that she has a i-A mem- 
tality and well co-ordinated body, and 
second, because there will never need 
be any doubt in her mind but that she 
has given hef best to the war effort. 
She can be proud all her life. She will 
share, as out"- 
to do, in the 
eration of fighters. 

"Here are several questions that every 
business newcomer would do well to ask 
herself in considering her first position: 
'Is this opening with a company that 
stands well in its field?

If, however, you 
are the kind of person who is happiest 
where the pace is unhurried, where com- 
petition is not too keen, then the all- 
important point to bear in mind is satis- 
factory environment. 

"If the proffered job has neither future 
nor environment to recommend it, it may 
still be worth considering. If, for in- 
stance, it offers an opportunity of getting 
some specialized experience, which will 
have future resale value elsewhere, it 
might be well to take it for a limited 
period, as one takes an extra course of 
an opportunity to serve 




it short-term apprenticeship in a chosen 
field to get practical experience. Try not 
to take any job simply as a stopgap, how- 
ever, when by looking farther you may 
find one that contributes something to 
your future value. Keep in mind that 
you and your services are like a piece of 
merchandise to be marketed. Your po- 
tential employer is out to buy the very 
best merchandise he can for his money 
and needs. The more you can improve 
what you have to offer, the greater your 
eventual value will be. Ability does not 
remain constant. You are either extend- 
ing and fortifying the talents which you 
already have, or , you are going stale, 

"In another respect you are also ex-* 
actly like any other merchandise, and 
that is in the matter of the first impression 
you make. Your prospective employer 
will eye you carefully to see if you look 
to him like a good investment. You may 
be touched with genius, but if you have 
an unpromising look and an unresponsive 
personality, it will be difficult for him 
to think of you as a winner, any more 
than you would be tempted to buy a 
delicacy wrapped in messy paper and 
tied with an old shoelace!

Miss Emma I. Sisson, former dean 
of residence and head of the physical 
education department at Ward-Bel- 
mont, after a month's illness, died at 
her home in Providence, R. I., on 
Friday, June 23* 

Miss Sisson, who was a graduate 
'of the Sargent School of Physical 
Education at Boston University, and 
the Gilbert Normal School for Danc- 
ing; came to Ward-Belmont from 
National Park College in Washing- 
ton, . D. C. At Ward-Belmont she 
held for fifteen years the office of 
director of the physical education de- 
partment, and in 1930 she became 
dean of residence, continuing in that 
position until four years ago, when 
she resigned. 

During her tenure of office at the 
college she was responsible for the 
formation of social clubs, the planning 
of dub village on campus and the 
organization of student government. 
Miss Sisson also took part in plan- 
ning the erection of the gymnasium 
and stables.

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We know that every girl in the 
graduating classes of 1944 will long 
remember her days at Ward-Belmont, 
"but more especially will she want to 
remember the words of farewell 
spoken to her by Dr. Burk, so we 
have printed them exactly as he spoke 
them at the junior college commence- 
ment exercises -on Tuesday morning, 

May 30/ 1944- 

"We come now to the official close 
of the most successful year Ward- 
Belmont has enjoyed in the past fif- 
teen school sessions. I refer not only 
to the size of the enrollment but to 
the remarkably fine spirit which has 
prevailed among the students this 
year. I have never known a happier, 
more cooperative group of . students. 
I think that when the dean compiles 
his grade-averages for the second se- 
mester, you students will have made 
another record for your successors to 
emulate. 

"If you older persons will excuse 
me for a moment, I would like to say 
a word of farewell to the class of '44. 
If you wish to listen, you are wel- 
come. Young ladies, let me take 
farewell of you by inviting you to 
think with me a little while about 
foundations. How prosaic a theme! 
It suggests great blocks of limestone 
and slabs of concrete. And yet, how 
appropriate! For today marks the 
close of your effort to erect a worthy 
structure of achievement upon the 
foundation which you brought with 
you to Ward-Belmont; and I hope 
it also marks the commencement of 
equally successful efforts to build 
even higher upon the foundations 
which ydu have laid at Ward-Bel- 
mont. . . 

"Consider the foundation of the 
Acklen mansion, which is the central 
unit of your school. The grandson 
of the builder told me recently that 
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Dr. Burk 

the mansion was nine years abuilding. 
If you ever stopped in your busy 
school life to examine the foundation 
of that mansion, you must have been 
impressed with its strength and 
solidity. Only a deep, sturdy founda- 
tion can account for the fact that, 
after 94 years, there is not a crack 
in the superstructure. 

"The foundations of Ward-Bel- 
mont are equally deep and firm. Only 
an institution with a solid foundation 
could have lived through the depres- 
sion of ten years ago, could have 
maintained its irreproachable reputa- 
tion throughout the nation, could 
have reached its present peak of ful- 
fillment and of promise for the fu- 
ture. 

"Frankly, your school is Victorian 
in architecture and in ideals. Acklen 
mansion is a mixture of French, Ital- 
ian, Greek and Egyptian architecture 
— exemplifying the best of each. The 
tall, graceful pillars on the newer 
buildings remind you that this is a 
Southern school. The tower and the 



bowling alley remind you that once 
your school was a Southern planta- 
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tion, where gracious hospitality was a 
part of everyday living. 

"Your school is old-fashioned: We 
believe in work. That, of course, 
means mental and emotional effort 
to become better persons than you 
were when you came here. The girl 
who boasts: 'I made a C in the 
course and never cracked a book' is 
given the Bronx cheer. You know 
better. You have had to work for 
what you have gotten and you should 
be proud of that fact. We believe 
in the old virtues: honesty, depend- 
ability, self-reliance. Note the selec- 
tion: honesty in facing the realities 
of life, in aligning your life with the 
immutable laws of nature; depend- 
ability in all your dealings with your 
fellowman; and, self-reliance in the 
multitude of decisions that a human 
being must make every waking hour. 
Finally, we believe in God. Whether 
Protestant, Catholic, or Jew, we con- 
fidently lift our hearts to God arid 
fervently declare: 'Our faith looks 
up to Thee.' 

"Yes, your school is unashamedly 
old-fashioned, Let no man point the 
finger of scorn at an institution that 
stanchly supports ideals and beliefs 
that have stood the test of, time. 
When the battering rams of disap- 
pointment, misery, and sorrow attack 
the foundations of your life, they 
will breach no walls of character if 
you have builded well. 

"When you leave this auditorium 
in a few minutes, the Class of. '44 
will have joined some thirty thousand 
alumnae in most of whose hearts still 
abides a deep affection for their old 
school. At this time each year many 
of them are thinking of you and won- 
dering just what sort of girls you 
are. As they meet individuals of this 
class from time to time, I am confi- 
dent that they will be well pleased 
with the addition to their own ranks. 
. "And now let me ask you to do 
one final thing. I want you to exe 
cise your imagination to the end that 

Alma Mater: 

"I love you so, my daughter, 
And I never cease to pray 
That God will guard and keep you 
safe 

Within His love each day. 

May you be guided by His Word 

In aught you say or do, 

For all the pride of life for me

'Tonight I went up to Belmont . . . 
and had the finest dinner I have ever

James ECaldwell, 
Nashville Banker, 
Dies After Illness 

James E. Caldwell, ninety, well 
known in Nashville financial circles 
for the last half a century, pioneer in 
the telephone business, trustee of 
George Peabody College and uncle 
of Miss Annie Allison, principal of 
the preparatory school, died at his 
home, "Longview," Tuesday morning, 
September 26 at 5 o'clock, following 
an illness of more than three months. 

Mr. Caldwell, who was born Sep- 
tember 1 8, 1854, in Memphis, Tenn., 
started in business at an early age, 
with two years of formal schooling, 
lessons taught by his mother and a 
short business course behind him. At 
thirty-six he had the controlling stock 
of the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company which was 
bought by the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, Mr. 
Caldwell remaining as chairman of 
the board. 

In the insurance business for twen- 
ty years following his entry in 1876, 
he also organized the first steam pow- 
ered street-railway system, the Nash- 
ville Union . Stock Yards, in 191 4, of 
which he remained president, the 
Fourth National Bank in 1912, which 
later merged with the First National 
Bank to become the Fourth and First 
National Bank, with Mr. Caldwell 
as president, and retired in 1930 when 
the Fourth and First Bank merged 
with the American National Bank. 

Funeral services were held at 
"Longview" Wednesday afternoon at 
3 o'clock, and were conducted by Dr.. 
Walter Courtenay, rector of the First 
Presbyterian Church. Burial was in 
the family plot in Mount Olivet cem- 
etery.

Hermitage, Jackson Home, Is Tennessee Pride 




By Gail T.ucker 
A conscientious principle caused 
Andrew Jackson to build in 1793 the 
two-Sjtory log house, with one large 
room* below and two above, at the 
Hermitage, a spot where he spent 
forty-one years of his eventful life 
and which was destined to become 
history. 

In order to meet a staggering debt, 
Jackson sold his "Hunters Hill" brick 
home, some three miles from the 
present "Hermitage,*' and his most 
valuable possession, and built the first 
Hermitage. With some other log 
buildings around it, he lived in com- 
fort if not in luxury. Inj8i9, four 
years after the Battle of ;New Or- 
leans, Jackson built a hjrick house, 
rebuilding again in 1834 after a fire 
destroyed it. Jackson lived in this 
house until his death in 1854. The 
bouse was inherited by his adopted 
son, Andrew Jackson, Jr., who lived

Article on Naval 
Invasion Craft 
Describes Vessels 

The Eighth Naval District Office 
of Public Relations has released an 
article on "Invasion Craft and Ships." 
According to the article, American 
landing craft have written new and 
brilliant chapters in the history of 
invasions, but their terminology has 
often puzzled readers accustomed to 
having ship designations spelled out. 

Invasion vessels are divided into 
two classes, the "ship" class for large 
types and "craft," meaning the smaller 
than "ship" types. 

LST means landing ship, tank; 
LCI (L) means landing, craft, in- 
fantry, large. LCP stands for land- 
ing craft for personnel; LCVP is 
for landing craft, vehicle, personnel. 
An LCM(3) is a control landing 
craft; LVT, landing vehicle; tracked, 
unarmored; LVT (A) being landing 
craft, vehicle, armored. Landing 
craft, rubber, is LCR, followed by 
either (L) or (S) for large or small. 
LSM is the abbreviation for landing 
ship, medium; and LSD is landing 
ship, dock, which is used as a floating 
dock for mobile dry-docking of all 
invasion craft that have been dam- 
aged in operations.

Bodies blown to bits, smashed 
guns and tanks, horribly wounded men writhing in excruciating pain, not a pretty picture, but a true 
account of the devastation and sacrifice created by our boys who are not being supported to the limit 
at home. 1 hope tney show this picture to civilians. Some of them need a shot of adrenelin." 

Very few people do not need this "shot of adrenelin." However, every day between twenty and 
thirty busy women give their time and their energy to war work at Ward-Belmont. Perhaps two 
or three girls help . . . except on Monday when some 200 TOPS take over the Red Cross Room. 
This work, while it may seem insignificant, is most important. . . . Supplies are needed for those 
"horribly wounded men," bandages are needed. Here workers are needed. Miss Linda Rhea, who 
is in charge, urges the students to come whenever they can. The Red Cross Room, located under 
Heron Hall, is open all day and until 9:00 at night. If you have never rolled bandages, you will 
be taught. Even if you aren't in this organization, here, now, is a chance to do your part. Just an 
hour of your time may mean the difference between the life or the death of an American soldier.

CAPITOL HILL IS HOME OF

Located on Capitol Hill, the high- 
est point of land in Nashville, is the 
State Capitol Building, the pride and 
joy of Tennesseans. On Cedar

I am enthusias- 
tic about the country and the people. 
Incidentally, after a stay of six months 
we are entitled to a month's leave 
in either Scotland or England." 

Mrs. Newerf says that the boys 
call Iceland the "Rock" since there 
are no trees or bushes, only short 
grass that covers the' lava rocks. 
"Regardless of the barren plains and 
mountains, deserts and lava fields, 
Iceland is a beautiful country. There 
are valleys down which rivers flow, 
broken by beautiful waterfalls, whito 
in the distance the mountains are blue 
and the glaciers white! Winter has 
begun, which means on a clear night 
the country is illuminated by the 
northern lights. They cover the en- 
tire sky in their glory and constant 
dances. During the summer the sun 
never disappears completely. The 
temperature is average; velocity of 
the wind and the rain are the bad 
features. Rain is> more often parallel 
than horizontal. Rather wicked 1" 
9 Visiting the capital, Reykjavik, she 
relates that the houses are built of 
concrete or iron sheeting, sturdy be- 
cause of the wind. Towns, she says, 



which produce 
flowers and 
fruits the year 
round. The 
city is entirely 
free from soot 
and smoke . . .

Speaking of 
her work, 
Mrs. Newerf 
says, "Twen- 
ty of us gals 
live in esche-

and living quarters We have five 
in our hut and ample space for sev- 
eral more. We are divided into 
three units: our unit works at Club 
Twenty-one (six girls) ; another at 
Club Twenty-three (five girls, and 
ive) ; the other unit 
(four girls) at Turner to meet the 
planes carrying wounded to the 
states. One girl works at the Wel- 
fare Office and two Icelandic girls 
take care of the huts and all the 
girls. Quite a nice living arrange- 
ment, comfortable and rather attrac- 
tive" for the army. 

"In Iceland one can secure all the 
essentials and non-essentials. The 
only drawback, tremendous prices! I 
have never seen or eaten as much 
food, however we lack the fresh fruit 
and vegetables. My appetite recalls 
my camp days and I know that I 
have gained ten pounds. Incidentally, 
our meals are eaten at the officers' 
club; in fact, all special contact is 
with the officers as the Red Cross 
and Army Nurses cannot date G. 1.8. 

"The work at Club Twenty-three 
is from one p.m. until eleven p.m. 
The hours are the only thing that I 
don't like, for it is around two or 
three before one 'sacks up.' I will 
take working all day, with night free." 

Ward-Belmont's loss seems to be 
the Red Cross' gain, and the Hy- 
phen joins the school in wishing one 
of W.-B.'s finest daughters the best 
of luck.

Parthenon Recaptures Glory of Old Greece Merest shown

"Shall we take a walk out to the 
Parthenon?" "Yes, we're going to 
the Parthenon!" "Let's go see the 
Parthenon." This from the mouths 
of W.-B girls ? A trip to the ancient 
temple of the gods? All the way to 
Greece? 

Well, new girls, not quite to Ath- 
ens—just a little trip over to Cen- 
tennial Park right here in Nashville 
puts you in the mighty shadow of the 
beautiful edifice of stone and marble. 
To try to find means for able de- 
scription of the structure brings into" 
mind innumerable words and phrases 
of "massive columns," "breath-taking 
ocijipgs," "fascinating statue frag- 
ments," "lifelike sculptured friezes," 
and "glory throughout?' Whether 
you are an enthusiastic patron of the 
arts or a rather bored history stu- 
dent, a visit to the Nashville Parthe- 
non wiU provide a wealth of pleasure. 

When Nashville had its 100th 
wrtbday back in 1896, the State of 
nnessce celebrated with a Centen- 
Exposition. Since Nashville had 



long* been called "The Athens of the 
Squth," one of the leaders of the ex- 
position conceived the idea of having 
a reproduction of the Parthenon at 
Athens as a gallery of fine arts. The 
building was put up in a hurry, with 
little time for study and research. 

After the festivities had ceased, the 
people of Nashville insisted that the 
gallery should escape demolition at 
the hands of the clean-up committee. 
The building was left standing for 
twpnty-four years. In 1920 the old 
was torn down to be replaced by the 
new, and the land now making up 
Centennial Park was purchased. Be- 
gun in 1920, the Parthenon required 
eleven years for completion. The 
exterior was finished in 1925, and 
the Parthenon was opened to the 
public on May 20, 1931. 

The building is sixty-five feet high 
with its superstructure resting on the 
base of the temple, consisting of three 
steps. The approximate length is 
230 feet with a width of about no 
feet. The, major feature of the build- 
ing is the great line of encircling 



Doric columns on the exterior of the 
structure. There are forty-six of 
these columns. 

The only openings to the Parthe- 
non are the two pairs of great bronze 
doors leading off the east and west 
porticos. These doors are the largest 
in America and probably the largest 
bronze doors in the world, measuring 
twenty-four by seven feet, with thick- 
ness of one foot, and weight of seven 
and one-half tons each. 
s The sculpture of the Parthenon is 
most superb to those who can ap- 
preciate it, yet even we who know 
little about the art experience a thrill 
from the chiseled-out figures on the 
frieze arid the East and West pedi- 
ments. 

In the basement of the structure 
is housed the James M. CowWart 
collection which was donated in 1927.' 

It looks as though many belles of 
Ward-Belmont are dashing over to 
see this sight, and from all reports 
they enjoy their momentary com- 
munion with the ancients. "Let's go to 
the Parthenon" seems to be a good idea.

Old Fort Nashborough Restored on Site 
Of Fort Originally Built in 1780

On the banks of the Cumberland 
River at the foot of Church Street 
stands one of Nashville's most his- 
toric landmarks, Fort Nashborough. 
One has only to step inside its heavy 
wooden gates to be carried back one 
hundred and sixty-four years ago to 
a time just after the Revolutionary 
War when settlers were pushing 
westward by the hundreds into un- 
settled sections of the country. 

Erected in 1930, the year of the 
one hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the settlement of Nashville, Fort 
Nashborough is a replica of the or- 
iginal fort which was built as a de- 
fense against Indian attacks in the 
year 1780. The original fort, named 
in honor of General Nash who fell 
at Germantown, Pa., October 4, 
1777, was built on a bluff near the 
present location by pioneers who 
crossed the frozen Cumberland River 
to settle there. Among these settlers 
was Colonel John Donelson who 
brought with him his twelve-year-old 
daughter, Rachel, who later became 
the wife of Andrew Jackson. 

The fort consists of five small log 
cabins surrounded by a high stockade. 

office by the Tennessee Daughters of 
the Revolution who have restored 
the fort to its original condition; the 
other cabins are opened to the public. 

Each cabin has been furnished just 
as it might have been years ago. One 
of the most striking features is the 
complete absence of nails or metal of 
any kind; the cabins and all the fur- 
nishings have been put together with 
wooden pegs which the settlers fash- 
ioned from hickory twigsP'A rough 
table, a chest of drawers, some chairs, 
and a bed, all of rough hewn logs, 
comprise the simple furnishings of 
each small cabin, and a fire., over 
which copper kettles are suspended, 
is laid in each of the huge stone fire- 
places. 

One cannot fail to admire the in- 
genuity of these courageous pioneers ' 
as he notices the plain furnishings. 
Hanging on the wall are piggens, 
wooden buckets in which the pioneers 
carried water from the river, standing 
ih the corner are the brooms made 
from limbs of hickory trees, and on 
the tables are gourds which served 
as the only dishes and containers. 
Objects certain to attract the visitor's 
attention are the leather latch strings 



on each door which are the only 
means of admittance to the cabins. 
. Outside in the center of the 
grounds is the flag pole which flies 
our original flag with its thirteen 
stars and thirteen stripes. Near the 
flag pole is the huge iron hopper in 
which the settlers made their soap 
and washed their clothes. In the 
gardens in front of each cabin, one 
finds gourds, vegetables, flowers and 
cotton plants.

Armistice Day this year 
means just a bit more than a 
few veterans selling poppies, a 
two-minute pause at eleven 
o'clock, a moment of, silence 
and then the usual routine. 
There is something pathetic 
about the veterans this year. 
Somehow we seem to know 
them, almost personally, per- 
haps because we can see ahead 
to what might be our future 
destination. In contrast to the 
two minutes that were given in 
past years to silence, observed 
usually by a pause interrupted 
by the sounds of a pencil or a 
small child's giggle, this year 
there should be two minutes of 
thought. Perhaps these two 
minutes of thought will remind 
us that just twenty years ago 
young men, similar to the boys 
we know, were giving their lives 
for freedom, for democracy, 



for world peace. Even in two 
minutes you can compare wars 
— what the girls were doing last 
time, what they were thinking. 
If there was planning among 
them then, why didn't the 
Armistice mean an end to the 
wars of the world? Will the 
new Armistice be just another 
rest before a more bitter strug- 
gle? 

What will be the result of 
the peace treaty to come? Is 
it our business to know? Should 
we be thinking about.the plan 
for the future of the world? 
Well, whose world is it to be? 

At eleven o'clock overseas, 
it doesn't seem possible that 
the men will stop fighting to 
' take time out to celebrate the 
armistice of the last war which 
did not fulfill its purpose. 
ThougK these r-nervare unable to 
sfdp tor these few moments of 



thought, it is our duty on the 
home front to ponder for a few 
moments upon the effect of the 
last treaty and what we can do 
in our small way to make the 
next one a lasting one. 

Just what plan should we fol- 
low to provide the world with 
a peaceful existence for the 
rest of time? Several plans of 
peace have been set up to 
formulate the plans of the post- 
war world, but which of these 
ideas is the best? Which one 
of these should we follow, know- 
ing that it is the right one? 
Pause for a few moments and 
give this matter a moment of 
serious thought. Try to dis- 
cover where the mistakes were 
made in the last armistice and 
what can be done after this 
war to correct them. It de- 
serves a bit of your thought, 
as the coming world is the one 
in which you are to five. ~ 



Thomas E. Dewey, Republican 
nominee for the presidency of the 
United States, was elected to that 
office by the students of Ward-Bel- 
mont by means of a mock-election 
held on the campus on national elec- 
tion day, Tuesday, November 7. 
Dewey and John W. Bricker, the 
Republican candidate for the vice- 
presidency, polled 364 votes, while 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his run- 
ning mate, Harry S. Truman, polled 
275 votes, showing that Dewey, the 
Republican candidate, won by a small 
margin of eighty-five votes. Six hun- 
dred and thirty-nine girls out of a 
possible 779 voted, so the election was 
fairly representative of Ward-Bel- 
mont's opinion in the nation-wide 
event. 

The election, which was sponsored 
by the Hyphen and organized by 
Bunny Lawler, achieved its purpose, 
which was to stimulate the students.

Dalton's Foster Collection Includes First Editions 



By Priscilla Bailey 
'Everyone has collected something 
at one time or another. These col- 
lections may have little value or 
they may be almost priceless in their 
antiquity as well as their intrinsic 
value. Such a one is Mr. Sydney 
Dalton's collection of songs by 
Stephen Collins Foster, the*composer 
whose music has endeared him to the 
hearts of the American people. 

"About eight years ago, Mr. Ken- 
neth Rose and I became interested 
in old music," Mr. Dalton explained, 
"and while Mr. Rose branched out 
into other fields of interest, I be- 
gan my collection of Fibster songs." 
Since that time Mr. Dalton has 
gathered thirty of two hundred 
printed hrst editions and about fifty 
other early editions. Among his first 
editions are such well-known and 
immortal pieces as "My Old Ken- 
tucky Home," "Oh, Susanna," "Old 
Dog Tray" and ■'Camptown Races." 
Mr. Dalton is extremely fortunate

Foster's biography of his brother,

Jose Iturbi, brilliant pianist, con- 
ductor and composer, will present a 
concert in Nashville on Saturday^ 
December 2, at the War Memorial 
Auditorium. 

Mr. Iturbi began playing in 1900, 
when he was five, and at twelve he 
entered the Conservatory at Paris 
where he was graduated with high 
honors. 

Early success in his chosen field 
brought Iturbi fame in Europe as 
a leading virtuoso and head of the 
piano faculty of the Conservatory of 
Geneva — the first to hold this posi- 
tion since Liszt. 

Iturbi began his conquest of the 
United States in 1929 when he 
bowed to a wildly enthusiastic Car- 
negie Hall audience while playing 
with the New \ork Philharmonic 
Symphony Orchestra. 

As a composer, Iturbi is distin- 
guished for his "Soliloquy," which 
the Cincinnati Symphony introduced 
in 1942, his "Fantasy" for piano and 
orchestra, "Lullaby," "Danza Pe- 
quena" and other pia.no sola, works. 

Iturbi, called by Mexico the 
"Dios de Musica," is immensely pop- 
ular because' he has n<Jt hesitated to 
learn and master popular music, 
idiom of the millions, as well as his 
own classical repertoire.

Prof. Castellano 
on Spain 





Speaking on one of the most perti- 
nent subjects of world affairs, Pro- 
fessor Juan Castellano, of Vander- 
bilt University, gave a talk in chapel 
Friday, November 18, on "Spain." 
Professor Castellano, an American 
citizen born in Spain, who was 
caught in the Spanish upheaval in 
1936, gave a brief outline of his 
ideas about the Spanish peopl 
their nation. 

"Spain I consider an especially 
democratic country. It is one of the 
most individualistic of nations. The 
people are self-critical and very -proud, 
perhaps the proudest in the world," 
said Professor Castellano. He il- 
lustrated these points with several 
anecdotes and stories. 

Discussing the present situation, he 
stated, "The Spaniards are not satis- 
fied with Franco. They do not want 
a man who keeps the jails full, who 
censors all things, who exiles youth' 
and intelligensia, who leads the 
fate of young Spain into a pitiable 
state. The Spanish have hope of 
liberation, but Spain is not going to 

support of other countries." 

Touching on the part the United 
States v should play in the Spanish 
future, Professor Castellano stressed 
that Spain should get what it de- 
serves, a federal republic. He granted 
that compromises with Franco were

The Belmont mansion was erected 
in 1850, on ground which had been 
granted to the Acklens by the State 
of North Carolina. It was sur- 
rounded by one hundred and eighty 
acres of spacious lawns, orchards, and 
woodland. The mansion with its 
two facades faced both the north and 
the south; and the stately white col- 
umns wire accented by iron balconies 




and window guards which may 
t>c seen.

Plans for the house were drawn 
by an Italian architect and all build- 
ings surrounding it were in harmony. 
On the south below the gardens, the 
present site of the Academic building, 
stood the picturesque water tower 
and three large greenhouses which 
formed . a conservatory housing r,are 
tropical flowers and fruits, a prized 
collection of the rare plant, Camelia 
Japonica, and fine collections of jas- 
mines, lilies and cacti. 

Statuary collected by Mrs. Acklen 
was used extensively flrroughout the 
grounds. The heavy carved walnut 
doors are reached by a flight of stone 
steps guarded by lions. Belmont had 
the largest collection of art jn the 
South, and mside the rooms yc filled 
with beautiful furniture, mirrors and

paintings. The graceful stairway is 
one of the outstanding features of 
the mansion itself. 

The huge gardens, parks, foun- 
tains, artificial lake and the residence 
itself made it necessary to have an 
extensive irrigation system. For 
purpose, the 105-foot water tower 



was btyilt and the water was sup- 
plied by two springs. During the 
Civil War this tower which was used 
to 'store water was used as a signal 
tower by the Federal troops. 

Beginning at the mansion on the 
north and extending to the Tower on 
the south were three great circles out- 
lined by broad paths and driveways 
by cedars and mfegnolias. Paths led 
to the Art GallAy on the west and 
to the bowling allflfcand billiard rooms 
on the east, emphasizing the perfect 
balance of the general plan of the 
estate. One of the most unusual fea- 
tures was the zoo with ornamental 
iron cages which housed an immense 
collection of animals and birds.
